Halifax, Oct. 8.—The exhibit of 
grain from the province of Alberta is 
proving one of*the largest attractions 
in the main bui'ding at the Dominion 
exhibition, Halifax. Each day the ex- 
hibit is visited by thousands and s?tarce- 
ly a minute passes but some one re 
marar ‘Oh, this is the exhibit we were 
told to be sure to see. 

The exhibit is upstairs in the main 
bui'd'ng and occupies a stace about 
fourteen feet wide by 30 fect desp. The 
front and about ten feet on each sice 
aré open.

W. H. Harvey of Vancouver Wants 
An Order for Paving Material 
For Jasner Avenue and 


First Street. 
W. H. Harvey of Vancouver, B.C., 
manuiacturer of the carbalinium block 
for street paving is in the city today 
and is conferring with the commis- 
sioners and aldermen with a view to 
placing an order for paving block for 
Edmonton for next year. 
Mr. Harvey is the maker of 
| celebrated Douglas Fir earbolinium 


| block with which Vancouver and a 
considerable part of Seattle is paved.

He has a large works on Coal Har- 
ber where the blocks are sawa from 
the native fir, cured, treated with 
carbolinium and turned cut ready for 
use as street paving material. He is 
taking a run through the Northwest to 
look up the possibilities for the com- 
ing year and in Calgary, the first city 
visited he placed an order for 25,000 
yards of block paving. Mr. Harvey 
took the contract for the paving in 
Calgary, but as his firm is a manufac- 
turing and not a contracting concern 
he is not looking for contracts for the 
work bui for orders for the block. 
Speaking of the situation in Edmon- 
ton he gives it as his opinion that,this 
city is as much in need of pavement 
as Calgary and that the time has ar- 
rived when the city should be fram- 
ing its program for next year. Incid- 
entally Mr. Harvey is a believer in 
municipal ownership and was pleased 
to find Edmonton in control of its 
franchises, giving it as his opinion 
from experience gained on tw06 con- 
tinents,that the city should undertake 
the construction of a car line along 
with the paving of the business sec- 
tion. He is- not clamoring for orders, 
as his plant already has close to its 
eapacity booked from Vancouver, Cal- 
gary, Seattle, Toronto and Ottawa, but 
he wants to introduce the carbolinium 
block here in view of future possibili- 
ties. From Toronto he has an order 
for block for Wellington street in its 
most travelled part and in Ottawa he 
is introducing the’ fir block on some of 
the most beautiful streets of the ees 
ital. 

Mr. Harvey will be in the city to-| 
day, tomorrow and will prohkably visits 
Regina and Winnipeg befote return- 
ing to the coast.

All were pre- 
sent and Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Hon. A. 
B. Aylesworth, Hon. W. S.. Fielding 
and Hon. R. Lemieux met them. Sir 
Wilfrid gave an address of welcome 
and left with his colleagues, to tet 
the provincial representatives consider 
the program to be followed. Premier 
Gouin took the chair. The Quebec re- 
solutions were discussed and the meet- 
ing adjourned early in the forencon to 
let the Alberta and Saskatchewan re- 
presentatives look over them to see if 
they could support them.

The sub- 
ject has been before the city for some- 
‘thing like two years, has been ne- 
gotiated and discussed and the net re- 
suit of the negotiations and discuss’on 
has been that the chance of the city se- 
curing all that was desired grew stead- 
ily less. There was no geod reason to 
suppose that this trend of 
would be altered and therefore no rea- 
ecn why the city should expect to gain 
by protracting the uncertainty. 

In its general results, as fixing the 
route of the railway and its terminals, 
the agreement is generally very sat- 
isfactory and the opposition which was 
offered to it was offered on account of 
details granted 2x condillons cf securing 
these results. 

The first of these results is the in- 
dependent position in which the city is 
placed regarding railways in ‘ future. 
With even one railway Edmonton could 


not afford to assume an indifferent, 
least of allan antagonistic attitude, to- 
ward other railways which might 
enter the district, however much the in- 
terests of the city might demand such 
attitude. With two railways, and one 
of them a transcontinentai, Edmonton 
can treat with all comers hereafte> on 
the basis of her rights rather than her 
needs. With a railway which began at 
Edmonton and ended at the Great 


Lakes, it was by no means impossible 
that her future might be cripp!ed, or 


even destroyed by the antagonism of 
@ more powerful road, or a combina- 
tion of more powerful roads, cevotec 
to the development of arival commun- 
ity. With two railways centering here 
and touching nowhere ese west of | 
Winnipeg, the-commercial supremacy al

Instead of Edmonton seeking the rail- 
ways, the railways must hereafter ce_k 
Edmonton and instead of trying to per- 
suade railways to enter the city, our 
part will hereafter be the more fleas- 
ing one of fixing the terms on which 
they shall be permitted to eater the 
city. 

A concrete example of this changed 
condition is our changed attitude to- 
wards the C.P.R. two years s_nce, 
the C. P. R. could have dictated the 
terms on which it would enter Edmon- 
ton; a year since the C. P. R. cou‘d 
have entered the city and secured all 
the concessions it now asks for, prac- 
tically without protest. That its pro- 
posais are now met with protest, is 
evidence that the city realizes an in- 
dependence of position ‘which it could 
not afford to claim a year ago. This 
new-found independence came from 
confidence that the railway question 
had. been solved by the agreement 
with the Grand Trunk Pacific.
